To predict weather a year in 
ad­ 
vance is the latest feat that scien­ 
tists art* trying to accomplish. 
The 
Technical World Magazine contains 
an article by John Klfreth Watkins, 
in which he tells of the 
latest 
ad­ 
vances in weather forecastings and 
of the new United States astrophysi­ 
cal laboratory in Washington. 
Variations of the heat radiation of 
tho sun are tile basis for the new 
science of long distance weather pre­ 
dictions, 
and 
special 
instrum ents 
have been devised to meet tin* re­ 
quirements of this special work. One 
of the most interesting of these in­ 
strum ents is tin* bolometer, 
which 
will detect variations in tem perature 
of the millionth part of a dogree. 
Through the work of this branch of 
the weather bureau the government 
hopes to be able to tell tho farmer 
whether or not he will have a wet, 
dry, warm or cold season, so that he 
may regulate his crops accordingly. 
The aims and methods of this new*, 
science arc given a popular and inter­ 
esting •presentation and the article is !

New York.—A battle royal between 
subm arines, the most exhaustive con­ 
test ever held between these craft. Is 
scheduled to take place In the waters 
of Narragansett bay and the sea off 
the Rhode Island coast this month. 
Every conceivable test to which a 
subm arine boat can be subjected to 
determine its reliability and effective­ 
ness will be employed, a week or more 
being devoted to each competitor, and 
on the result will depend the choice of 
the United States government in the 
further development of 
this 
branch 
o f its naval service that has been de­ 
cided upon. 
An appropriation of $1,000,000 is 
now available for the building of sub­ 
m arines as soon as the type is de­ 
cided upon. 
Further appropriations 
are expected, in order th at this gov­ 
ernm ent may keep pace with European 
powers in submarine activity more 
n ea rly than it has been doing. 
Eight of these curious craft are now 
in the American navy, and four more 
-are nearing completion at the Fore 
River shipyard. 
All these are of the 
Holland type. which has so far re­ 


amount used during the test will bo 
carefully noted. 
A depth of 130 feet Is about as great 
as submarines would be called on to 
reach in actual service, but in the 
coining tests, to quote tho announce­ 
m ent to builders, “no boat will be ac­

The Octopus, though 
details concerning it have been care­ 
fully guarded, is know n to be of about 
300 tons.

In getting a storm sufficient to test 
the submarines to the utmost during 
the period of the trials. 
Another important feature will be 
the submerged test, during which each 
competitor will be kept beneath the 
surface for 24 hours, when the crew 
will be dependent entirely on the re­ 
sources of the boat for food, air and 
all living accommodations. 
This will 
determine the habitability of the boats 
under water for longer periods than 
have yet been attempted in official 
tests. 


Limit to Safs Depth. 
Previous tests have lasted 17 hours, 
and the crews have declared that the 
limit w'as by no means reached. The 
amount of fresh air carried and the 


officers are strongly opposed to sub­ 
marines and that their actual worth 
in war is still to be demonstrated, the 
United States in deciding to continue 
their construction is merely following 
the example of European powers. Rus 
sia and Japan each 
ordered 
subma­ 
rines during the recent war, but none 
of them was put into use so far as is 
known. 
France has thus far led the 
way, and now has a fleet of over 50 
submarines. 
They are, however, of 
varying sizes and types, the French 
having apparently been unable to de­ 
cide upon a fixed type. 


Britain Uses Holland Type. 
Great Britain paid small attention 
to submarines till within a few years 
but now has a considerable fleet much 


strengthened by the knowledge gained 
during the past year. 


Varying Methods Used. 


To the landsman there would seem 
small difference In submarines. 
The 
general principle of all is the same. 
When ready to go under the surface 
they are made almost as heavy as the 
surrounding water by admitting water 
to the ballast tanks and then dropping 
below the surface either by diving, 
through the movement of the boat and 
the use of the horizontal rudder or on 
an even keel by further admission of 
water. 
In the methods employed, however, 
there are differences between the Hol­ 
land and Lake types which are radi­ 
cal in their effect on the efficiency of 
the craft, and friends of the Lake boat 
have maintained that in the coming 
test its superiority will 
be 
demon­ 
strated In spite of the government’s 
previous adherence to the Holland 
boat. 
The great increase In attention giv­ 
en by naval powers during the past 
two or three years to submarine con­ 
struction, of which the Narragansett 
bay tests are evidence, naturally cre­ 
ates interest in previous attempts to 
employ submarines in warfare. 
It Is 
popularly but incorrectly assumed that 
submarines are an extremely recent 
development of naval science. 
Few 
people are aware that they w’ere ac­ 
tually employed by the American col­ 
onies during the revolution and th at 
during the civil war a federal cruiser 
was blown up by a confederate sub­ 
marine. 
The boats thus employed were, of 
course, crude affairs in comparison 
with the craft that will meet in com­ 
petition down the bay, but they were 
Interesting examples of early experi­ 
ments and sufficiently refute the no­ 
tion that submarines are strictly mod­ 
ern affairs. But for an unforeseen ob­ 
stacle the submarine built by David 
Bushnell, a Connecticut inventor, dur­ 
ing the revolution would have blown 
up one of the British menof-war lying 
off Brooklyn at a time when the col-

The Holland company will present the 
Octopus, the first of the four new 
boats to be completed at the Fore Riv- 
er yard. The Lake company recently 
completed a boat nt Newport News 
which it claims is the best possible 
example of 
submarine construction. 


This was taken to Bridgeport, Conn., 
for the finishing touches. Each of the 
rivals, therefore, will be offering tbe 
.xtreme limit of Its achievements to 
the government. 


In spite of the fact that some naval 


In getting a storm sufficient to test 
tbe submarines to the utmost during 
tbe period of the trials, 


Another Important feature will be 


the submerged test, during which each 
competitor will be kept beneath tbe 
surface for 24 hours, when the crew 
will be dependent entirely on the re* 
•oareea of the boat for food, air and 
all living accommodations. This will 
determine tbe habitablllty of the boats 
under water for longer' periods than 
have yet bee a attempted la official 
tests. 


Limit to Safe Depth. 


Previous teats bave lasted 17 hours, 


and the crews have declared that the 
limit was by no meana reached. The 
amount of fresh. Air carried and the 


officers are strongly opposed to sub- 
marines and that their actual worth 
In war Is still to be demonstrated, the 
United States In deciding to continue 
their construction Is merely following 
the example of European powers. Rus- 
sia and Japan each, ordered subma- 
rines during the recent war, but none 
of them was put into use so far as Is 
known. France has thus far led the 
way, and now has a fleet of over 60 
submarines. 
They are, however, of 


varying sizes and types, the French 
having apparently been unable to de- 
cide upon a fixed type. 


Britain U»e« Holland Type. 


Great Britain paid small attention 


to submarines till within a few years, 
but now tuu a considerable float much 


more homogeneous In character than 
France's, the British admiralty hav- 
ing practically adopted the Holland 
typtt. It has also been constructing 
submarines of 500' tons, believed to be 
the largest that any nation has at- 
tempted. 


Germany has recently begun the 


construction of submarines with great 
zeal and plans to develop a consider- 
able fleet of the craft, -while both Italy 
and Austria are beginning to acquire 
them. Little has been known ot the 
naval activity of Jlussia and Japan 
since the war, but each nation is be- 
lieved to be building them in its own 
yards. 


Six of the eight submarines of the 


American navy are practically identi- 
cal in size and type, being of 120 tons 
each. They are the Adder, Grampus, 
Moccasin, Pike, Porpoiae and Shark. 
The Holland is older and smaller, be- 
1ns the original one of tbe modern 
submarines to be adopted In our navy, 
while the Plunger is identical with the 
others In practically 
every respect 


save that it Is slightly heavier. The 
cost of each, except the Holland, waa 
$170,000. 


Those now building at Fore River— 


the Octopus, Viper, Cuttle Fish and 
Tarantula—are larger than the earlier 
ones and show many devices not in- 
cluded in them. The Octopus, though 
details concerning it have been care- 
fully guarded, is kaowa to be of about 
300 tons.

Had Washington's Approval. 


Bushnell's plans were approved by

During the civil war a submarine 


constructed by an Indiana shoemaker 
was employed by the confederates in 
Charleston harbor, and they succeeded 
with it in sinking the cruiser Housa- 
tonic. The boat waa a cigar-shaped 
craft carrying a crew/of nine, and waa 
propelled by oars ingeniously equipped. 
It has been claimed that she was run- 
ning practically on the surface when 
she made her attack and that there- 
fore her effectiveness as a submarine 
was «ot fully demonstrated, 


It remains, however, the only in- 


stance when a submarine has been 
successfully employed in actual war- 
fare, and the manner of the attack 
will never be known, for the explosion 
of tbe torpedo which sent the cruiser

The groat Increase In attention glv- 


on by naval powers during the past 
two or three years to submarine con- 
struction, of which the Narragansett 
bay tests are evidence, naturally cre- 
ates interest in previous attempts .to 
employ submarines In warfare. 
It is' 


popularly but incorrectly assumed that 
submarines are an extremely recent 
development of naval science. 
Few 


people are aware that they were ac- 
tually employed by the American col- 
onies during the revolution and that 
during the civil war a federal cruiser 
was blown up by a confederate sub- 
marine. 


The boats thus employed were, ot 


course, crude affairs in comparison 
with the craft that will meet In com- 
petition down the bay, but they were 
Interesting examples of early experi- 
ments and sufficiently refute the no- 
tion that submarines are strictly mod- 
ern affairs. But for an unforeseen ob- 
stacle the submarine built by David 
BuBhnen, a Connecticut Inventor, dur- 
ing the revolution would have blown 
up one of the British men-of-war lying 
off Brooklyn at a Urn* when the cob
